commercial offices are at the Ilse-Biickgen mine* 

The direction of this joint enterprise rests almost entirely 
in the hands of persons who are already members of the BSD 
or are under heavy pressure to join* The Soviet mining 
office in Senftenberg exercises a considerable influence 
over the affairs of the new organization... 
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At Association employs approximately 16*500 

pex*&*ms 9 of which 15**500 are laborers. 

The present lignite production is only about fifteen percent 
of the previous normal production in the Province of Brand en- 

burg . 

A March report from another source estimated 
the production at that time to be about fifty-seven percent
